WASHINGTON — UP) — 


The house ways and means 
committee today approved a 
bill to cut income tax rates 10 
per cent, effective June 30. 


The tax cut was sponsored by 


Rep. Reed- (R-NY), chairman of 
the committee. 


His bill was passed by the com- 


mittee despite 
President Eisen- 


hower's recommendation that no 
action be taken on an income tax 
cut until steps have been taken to 
balance the budget. 


Reed said the vote at a closed 


committee meeting was 21 to 4 in 
favor of his proposal. One Demo- 
crat and three Republicans voted 
against it. Twelve Republicans and 
nine Democrats were for it. 


Before the final committee ac- 


tion, the Democrats on the com- 
mittee offered a series of propo- 
sals demanding a delay until the 
administration takes a firm stand 
on Reed's tax cutting drive and 
until the administration 
gives 


some report on- the -effects «of the 
bill. 


Eisenhower has d e c l a r e d a 


hands-off policy on the tax cutting 
bill for the time being. Democrats 
have assailed him for this, claim- 
ing he should have taken a defi- 
nite position. 


All the 
Democratic 
proposals 


were defeated by a straight party 
vote—15 Republicans to 10 Demo- 
crats. 


The future fate of Reed's bill is 


uncertain. It could get tied up for 
a long time in the Rules Commit- 
tee.

West Belted With 
Wintry Storms 


Blizzard Termed Worst in Years; 
Zero Visibility as Dust Sivirls 


By the Associated Press 


One of the worst storms in years belted the Midwest and 


Southwest today whipping up dust and snow Wizards in parts 
of Nebraska, Kansas, Colorado and Oklahoma. While lesser 
winds accompanied the general sub zero temperatures in the 
Northern Plains and Upper Mississippi Valley, a blow that 
ranged up to 80 miles an hour Sunday lofted dust more than 
12,000 feet high in Western Kansas. 


In virtually zero visibility, 


Mercury to 
Drop to -12 
Here Tonight 


Kansans groped through the 
worst dust storm since the 
storied blackouts of 20 years 
ago. Traffic was at a stand- 
still. 


Drifting snow blocked mountain 


passes in northern Colorado Sun- 
day and forced the postponement 
of the National Ski Jumping meet 
at Steamboat Springs. Trees, tele- 
phone and power lines were level- 
ed. 


72 MPH Winds 


Northwest winds carried dust in- 


to Oklahoma on gusts that neared 
hurricane velocity. 


Oklahoma City recorded gusts 


of 72 miles an hour and visibility 
was shortened to only a block or 
two in many cities in the north- 
western part of the state. 


The dust-laden wind moved over 


the state in a southeasterly direc- 
tion, headed for Arkansas. 


Damage from early reports was 


listed as light and no injuries were 
reported although police in some 
of the smaller communities said 
visibility was "zero." 


Temperatures in the more criti- 


cal three-state area of the storm 
were not as bitter, however, as in 
the section to the north. Aberdeen, 
S. D., had 14 below this morning 
and Fargo, N. D., -7. Tempera- 
tures of zero or lower were gen- 
eral in the Dakotas and Minnesota 
and were spreading southward and 
eastward. 


Rand of Snow 


A band of snow 100 miles wide 


extended across this sector from 
eastern 
Montana into Nebraska 


and through northern Illinois. Om- 
aha, Neb., and Moline, 111., re- 
ported 
three 
inches early this 


morning. 


There was lesser precipitation in 


the east where the weather was 
more moderate. Northern New 
England had sonic rain and snow, 
and there were snow flurries in 
the Great Lakes area. 


Dixon area's coldest tempera- 


ture of the year has been pre- 
dicted for tonight as skies cleared 
after one of the heaviest snow- 
storms of the season last night 
and this morning. 


A low of 12 below zero was ex- 


pected tonight. The mercury is 
to rise to a high of 15 Tuesday. 
A minimum of 10 above was 
forecast for Tuesday night. 


An estimated 4 inches of "snow 


had fallen by the time the storm 
stopped this morning. State po- 
lice headquarters for the district 
said this morning that incom- 
plete reports on driving condi- 
tions in the area indicated that 
highways were not made haz- 
ardous by the snowfall. 


The temperature dipped to a 


low of 10 at 8 a. m. today, and 
by noon had risen to 20.

said the date of the electrocution 
may be March 12, and the hour 
11 p.m. (EST). 


Rosenberg, 34, and his wife, 36, 


originally had been scheduled to 
die in the electric chair there Jan. 
14. 


But the judge postponed the ex- 


ecution to permit time for the 
President to act on their clemency 
appeal. 


President Elsenhower last week 


turned them down. 


.Setting of the new execution date 


came amid a growing clamor over 
the case. 


Hundreds picketed the White 


House late last week in protest 
against the death penalty. 


For the second time, the Ro- 


man Catholic apostolic delegation 
in Washington last week informed 
the government the Pope has re- 
ceived large numbers of pleas for 
mercy. 


Protestants in Pica 


And Sunday night a Protestant 


leader renewed the plea of some 
2,300 Protestant clergy for commu- 
tation of the sentence. 


No American civilian ever has 


died for espionage, the crime ol 
which the couple was convicted. 


The court proceeding today was 


simply an announcement by the 
judge of the new execution date. 
The presence of neither the govern- 
ment prosecutor nor of defense 
counsel was required.

Court—which has twice rejected 
appeals in the case—could now 
save the couple from death—bar 
ring reconsideration of the case by 
Eisenhower.

Civil Defense Grows 
But Fails to Keep 
Ahead of Peril

WASHINGTON — GP) '-f. 


The federal Civil Defense ad- 
ministration said today Rus- 
sia could send 400 planes 
against any spot in the U. S. 
and drop numbers of atom 
bombs capable of inflicting 
110,000 casualties with each 
blast.

cy said, would come practically 
without warning, probably during 
working 
hours, and would be 


aimed primarily at crowded in- 
dustrial areas.

The agency's annual report "wa)i 


sent to President Eisenhower and 
Congress by Acting Administrator 
James J. Wadsworth. Eisenhower, 
in his State of the Union message, 
urged a stepped-up civil- defens'e 
because he said there was no 
question Russia has the atomic 
bomb.. 


Wadsworth said in his report: 
"These 'initial civil .defense' at- 


tack assumptions are neither a 
dramatic overstatement 
of - 'the 


problem or a retreat from the 
reality of growing Soviet capabil- 
ities x x . 


"We' are making progress in 


civil defense but are losing ground 
in the face of the'growing threat 
to our national security. Make no 
mistake about it, America's civil 
defense is, not developing fast 
enough to meet the* threat that 
now faces us." 


Admit Weakness 


The report quoted the Air Force 


as saying 70 per cent of an enemy 
bombing 
mission 
would 
get 


through the country's defense. 


The agency assumed 400 bomb- 


ers would strike, with no more 
than 15 minutes warning if any, 
among the 67 areas it has des- 
ignated as most likely targets. '. 


Its primary task, the two-year- 


old agency said, is to alert every 
American family to the dangers of 
unpreparedness and to the need 
for a grass roots system of civil 
defense." 


The report said nearly 2,000 


civil defense exercises conducted 
by cities and states in 1952 involv- 
ed two million civil defense work- 
ers and 42 million . private citi- 
zens. It wiid nearly four million 
persons have now been assigned 
to civil defense duties. 


Cite Requirement* 


The report. listed as basic re- 


quirements for effective civil de- 
fense : 


L More real and effective lead- 


ership at all levels of government, 
and "adequate financial support 
instead of token support.'"

Through Alfred Kohlberg. the national chairman of the American

the counsel and society of Reds. Crum's appearance as Pearson's 
lawyer would have provided that assurance. 


As I related.'-" a few days ago, dumb recently came around to 


my lawyers m-'New York to admit that Ills Pearson case was hope- 
less and to advise my .attorneys that he had Pearson's permission to 
abandon the action. They told him that would be all right with us 
and he was going to come around with the proper papers, signed by 
Pearson, but with the understanding that I would not relent in my 
professional duty as a journalist to expose this lying scoundrel and 
otherwise render him harmless to decent men and women. Crum 
stalled for several weeks and his latest word was that if Pearson did 
not uphold him 
in this course of action he would quit him.

whether Pearson quits the suit or 
Crum quits Pearson. I believe I 
might better carry out my de- 
termination to destroy Pearson's 
power for evil by putting him on 
the stand in a public trial with 
appropriate publicity and making 
him admit his lies, one by 'one'.

Pressman 
admitted this 


under oath. 


Crum'told Kohlberg that he was 


the one who induced Wendell Will- 
kie to appear as counsel for a no- 
torious Communist in an appeal 
to the Supreme court, an appeal 
which Willkie w,on, by the way. 
He said he had been head of the 
California Willkie clubs in 1940. 
Later Crum, with Joe Barnes, of 
the New York Herald Tribune, 
took over the remains of Mar- 
shall Field's 
Red experimental 


New York daily called PM or PU, 
and renamed it the New York 
Star. They began with the good 
wishes of the Herald Tribune, 
whose foreign policy had been 
dominated by Barnes for years, 
and closed out with tears from 
the H-T. 


Barnes had been Willkie's po- 


litical adviser and interpreter on 
his fantastic pilgrimage to Mos- 
cow and Siberia. 
So the politi- 


cal attraction of Barnes to Crum 
is easily traced. 


Rabbi Schultz and Mr. Kohlberg 


told Crum that theirs was a 
strictly Jewish organization de- 
voted 
to 
fighting Communism. 


Therefore they had no place for 
him. 
Crum professes the Catho- 


lic faith. Louis F. Budenz, a re- 
pentant and reformed Communist, 
also a Catholic, has offered to 
give testimony under oath to any 
proper authority about Crum and 
the Communist party. 


The 
statement 
attributed 
to 


Crum by Mr. Kohlberg in the dis- 
cussion in the presence of Rabbi 
Schultz: "Nothing you could say 
about me is bad enough. I c o u l d 
say much worse," is a fair inti- 
mation of the company that Drew 
Pearson has been keeping. I will' 
expose Pearson further in the 
near future.

If Child Continues to Suck Thumb at Age of 4 
Use of Some Restraining Device Seems Wise 


Medical opinion is almost com 


pletely divided on some problems 
such as that brought up in today's 
first letter. 


Q—Our daughter has been a 


thumb-sucker since birth. Our pe 
diatrician told us to ignore her and 
she would gradually forget it. Now, 
however, at the age of four, her 
teeth 
protrude 
badly and her 


thumb is in her mouth incessantly. 
What should we do?

A—Opinion varies apparently 


among 
pediatricians 
and 
also 


among orthodontists on the thumb 
sucking habit. Some feel that it 
should be ignored in children under 
a year old, and others approve the 
use of some restraining device. 


Some orthodontists are inclined 


to believe that continued thumb 
mucking \till lead to protrusion ol 
the teeth and deformity of the jaws 
but others feel that when prqtrud 
ing teeth or deformity occur, they 
are the result of something else. 


Certainly, if the habit is con 


tinned to the age of four years and 
is not getting better, it would seem 
wise to try to do something about 
it by employing some form of me 
chanical restraint. If this is done, 
one must guard against the devel- 
opment of some substitute habit, 
or of some psychological difficulty 
and suitable measures s h o u l d 
therefore be worked out in conjunc 
tion with the physician.

New Mother, New Baby: Home at Last!

You have been champing at the 


bit, asking the doctor to. please 
let you take yourself and your 
baby home, and now that the day 
is actually here, you may be get- 
ting a little stage fright. The baby 
is such a tiny thing, you've never 
had a baby before, and what on 
earth does one do with a new- 
born infant? 


Everything is quite all right, 


though. The baby is not nearly , 
delicate as he seems and he won't 
break in two if you touch him. 
Everything in the world is new to 
him; an inexperienced mother will 
seem all right to him because ne 
has no one to compare her to. 


Make everything as easy for 


yourself as possible and be confi- 
dent that things will work out weU. 
If your mother or another relative 
cannot stay with you, you should 
have paid help. 
Whoever it is 


should plan to be with you for 
about two weeks or until you are 
truly able to get along all right 
by yourself. 


Many doctors nowadays allow 


the baby to eat whenever he is 
hungiy and to sleep as long or as 
little as he cares to. This has come 
to be known as the "self-demand" 
method; and at first, the baby'may 
be very irrgeular, with feeding 
periods ranging anywhere 
from 


two hours to six hours apart. 


Unless you understand that this 


type of day doesn't continue in- 
definitely, you have every reason 
to be skeptical of the self-demand 
method. Nobody wants a spoiled 
child who gets everything he wants 
when he wants it, without regard 
to the convenience of other people. 
But that is not the idea of self- 
demand. Its purpose is to make the 
baby's adjustment to life easier, to 
help him thrive and be happy 
much sooner. 


Do attend to your baby's wants, 


other than eating and sleeping, 
with as much regularity as you 
can. Give him his bath at the 
same time each day—mid-morning 
is usual, but any convenient time 
is all right. Give him his airing at 
the same time. Don't wake him up 
for his bath or feeding or airing,

your program as enar to the ap- 
pointed hour as the baby permits. 
That is the beginning step toward 
reasonable regularity m all things. 


Not long ago, a group of eminent 


obstetricians, pediatricians a n d 
psychiatrists got together and dis- 
cussed the reactions to mother- 
hood 
of normal, well-balanced 


women, as they had obseived them. 
They agieed that ccitain fears 
were chaiactenstic in the first days 
home with a new baby. 


One common fear is that the 


baby will stop breathing. This is 
due to the fact that new babies 
breathe quite shallowly. You may 
find yourself wanting to steal in 
frequently and hang over the crib, 
reassuring yourself that icspna- 
tion is still going on. There is noth- 
ing wrong with that, but if your 
baby was pronounced fine and nor- 
mal by the doctor, you have no real 
cause for worry. When your baby- 
gets safely into the woild, eveiy 
cell in his small body is organized 
to keep him there. 


A second seemingly universal 


fear is that the baby may smother. 
There is no reason why the mother 
should worry about smothering if 
she takes certain sensible precau- 
tions. The tiny baby does tend to 
burrow his head into anything soft. 
That's why we ask you not to have 
a pillow or loose padding or loose 
blankets m the crib. 


Observe these rules carefuly: 


See that all blankets are securely 
anchored under the mattress. Have 
no looSe ties or stungs that can get 
wrapped about the baby's throat. 
Don't hesitate to go to him and m 
vestigate if he cries. 


With a careful, attentive mother 


close by. there is piactically no 
chance that your baby will either 
smother or strange himself.

Taft said a resolution setting up 


a new department to take over the 
work of the federal security ad- 
ministration is being prepared. 


FSA now is headed by Mrs. Ove- 


ta Gulp Hobby, who sits in on 
Cabinet meetings. 


On the matter of repudiating se- 


cret agreements, Taft 
said the 


president was referring primarily 
to the Yalta agreement between 
President Roosevelt and the Rus- 
sians. 


The Ohio lawmaker said he does 


not know of any agreements made 
with the Russians by the Demo- 
cratic administrations which are 
still secret. 


He said Eisenhower, in speak- 


ing of "secret understandings" in 
his State of the Union message,

TEHRAN, Iran W>— Black-robed 


villagers dug through the crum- 
bled remains of the mud town of 
Torroud today in search of sur- 
vivors of last week's 
disastrous 


earthquake, which is believed to 
have taken at least 1,400 lives in 
the area 200 miles northeast of 
Tehran. 


Rescue workers, including mem- 


bers of the U. S. "Point Four" 
Mission in Iran and the American 
Red Cross, had arrived to try to 
restore 
shattered 
water-supply 


canals, care for sick and disease 
that have threatened 
the area 


since the quake struck last Thurs- 
day noon. 


Smoke still was rising from Tor- 


roud and other tiny villages which 
lie between the forbidding Iranian 
mountains and the desert. Not a 
single building in Torroud was in- 
tact, although some survivors con- 
tinued to live under arches and 
half-demolished domes of some of 
the mud structures that still stood. 


Torroud's grief-stricken surviv- 


ors swarmed over the 
ruins of 


their little farm village that once 
had a population of about 1,500. 
Bodies of their dead friends and 
relatives were collected inside par- 
tially wrecked walls. 
Nearby, a 


huge pit was being dug, indicating 
that preparations were being made 
for a mass burial of the victims. 


A ton of bread was dropped Sun-

WASHINGTON UP)— There are no 


official plans to put consumer buy- 
ing back under credit controls, the 
Federal Reserve Board made clear 
Sunday night. 


A board 
spokesman reported 


"some pressure" from unidentified 
sources for restoring Regulation 
W—the consumer credit control, 
suspended last May 7, which re- 
quired 15 per cent down and no 
more than 18 months to pay on 
most household goods. 


But the official said his agency 


believes the present big volume 
of consumer credit is not too large 
in view of the high rate of national 
income. Besides, he said, credit 
controls are "a big headache for 
the board to enforce."

on the west coast, where there is 
a shortage, and in some sections 
of Pennsylvania, where a specia 
crude mainly used for lubricants 
is produced.

Labor Shifts Goal To 
Revision of T-H Law 


By JAMES MARLOW 


' WASHINGTON—«P>—Through the 
last four years of the Truman ad- 
ministration organized labor re- 
fused to settle for anything less 
than full repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
Act, which was passed by a Re- 
publican-run congress in 1947. 
' But President Eisenhower was 
elected on the Republican platform 
which would go no further than 
offering some unspecified changes 
in T-H. Facing reality, organized 
labor has stopped talking outright 
repeal and is trying to settle for 
some changes in the controversial 
labor relations statute. 


The changes which labor wants 


are, in view of some, the same 
as wanting full repeal. 
For ex- 


ample, the AFL and CIO want one 
of the most important and most 
controversial parts of the act drop- 
ped. 


Injunction Target 


That is the 80-day injunction pro- 


vision by which the government, 
through a court order, can stop 
for 80 days a strike which it de- 
clares would affect national wel- 
fare.

until 1932—thtre was no law pre-

strike. In 1932 congress passed the 
Norris-LaGuardia Act. That for 
the first time put a ban on such 
injunctions. 


Labor's immunity to strike in- 


junctions lasted 15 years, since 
T-H in 1947 gave the government, 
at least, the right to step in. La- 
bor unions have never stopped pro- 
testing. 


Question Unsettled 


Yet. even if congiess listened to 


organized labor and eliminated the 
injunction, the basic question would 
not be settled. It would come up 
again if a country-wide strike some 
time in the future was declared a 
threat to the national welfare. 


The continuing question for the 


government, now and in the future, 
in dealing with labor and manage- 
ment must be: How to let both 
sides have the maximum freedom, 
with a minimum of government in- 
terference, and still protect na- 
tional welfare.
